More than 1,500 people in 
the borough have been wait¬ 
ing 10 years or longer to be 
assigned a council house, a 
Freedom of Information re¬ 
quest by the Kingston 
Guardian has revealed. 

Kingston Council’s re- 
ponse to our request also 
shows that more than 2,100 
people have been waiting for 
between five and 10 years for 
a home. 

At the end of the last fi¬ 
nancial year, 7,390 people 
were on the authority’s 
housing waiting list - more 
than the number of homes 
available, which is about 
4,000. 

The authority and housing 
associations can house 
about 400 people per year. 

A man from Kingston, who 
asked not to be named, said 
he spent 18 months on the 
waiting list after suffering a 
heart attack, and losing his 
job and home. 

He added: “One of my 
friends has been on it for 
about six years. 

“You get prioritised and 
you get pushed further and 
further down. 

“They could sort out this 
homeless thing with the 
amount of empty office 
blocks around here.

“On the estate where I live 
there are lots of empty 
properties.” 

Dr Mike D’Souza, from the 
One Norbiton community 
group, said: “I don’t think 
[the council] is doing all it 
can, but I think it’s certainly 
moving well now. 

“You have to build the 
houses and find the land in a 
borough that’s fairly crowd¬ 
ed already - but we are a 
richer borough than most.” 

Jill Preston, chairman of 


the Cambridge Road Estates 
Community Group, said in 
one case a family of four was 
housed temporarily in a one- 
bedroom tower-block flat. 

She added: “The only an¬ 
swer would be more social 
housing built - which is why 
we get so upset about stu¬ 
dent accommodation being 
built in vast quantities.” 

Council leader Kevin Davis 
said: “It is a real issue and 
the last administration sim¬ 
ply did not build enough 


housing to meet that waiting 
list. 

“Can we house the entire 
list? No. But we are working 
hard to find a way to signifi¬ 
cantly increase the amount 
of council-owned housing 
stock. 

“We will be ready to make 
announcements on this in 
the new year.”

have a lot more council 
houses. 

“We did quite a lot to get 
people out or to encourage 
them to downsize. We need 
to build more affordable 
housing - what we are al¬ 
ways short of is the large 
homes.” 

A council applications offi¬ 
cer said: “It is not possible to 
state exactly how long 
applicants have been regis¬ 
tered for housing, only how 
long they have been waiting 
in their current priority 
band.

The growth of food banks 
since the global financial 
crash six years ago has been 
huge. 

A new report, Feeding 
Britain, published this 
month, showed there are 
now more than 400 in 
the church-based Trussell 
Trust’s network alone, up 
from fewer than 50 in 2008-09 
- with an especially precipi¬ 
tous rise since 2010’s general 
election. 

The phenomenon has be¬ 
come something of a politi¬ 
cal football - campaigners 
and opposition politicians 
claim families and the vul¬ 
nerable are being hit by Gov¬ 
ernment cutbacks, while 
ministers insist people just 
cannot resist a free meal. 

Writing in the Mail on Sun¬ 
day ahead of the report’s 
publication, Archbishop of 
Canterbury Justin Welby 
said of a family he met at a 
foodbank: “They were 

ashamed to be there. The dad 


talked miserably. He said 
they had each been skipping 
a day’s meals once a week in 
order to have more for the 
child. They weren’t careless 
with what they had - they 
were just up against it.” 

Tim Thornton, Bishop of 
Truro, wrote in the cross¬ 
party report: “We heard sto¬ 
ries and gained firsthand 
experience that led us to the 
conclusion that the rise in 
the use of food banks does 
indicate a deeper problem in 
our society; the ‘glue’ that 
used to be there is no longer 
there in many instances.” 

But he also said he wit¬ 
nessed “some of the worst 


aspects of human nature” in 
people who tried to abuse 
“any system that is put in 
place”. 

Food banks such as 
Kingston’s, run by the 
Trussell Trust, nominally 
give out only three emergen¬ 
cy packages a person in a 
six-month period, and people 
in need are given trackable 
vouchers that have serial 
numbers. 

But workers say outside 
agencies - numbering in the 
dozens and including GP 
surgeries and nurseries - are 
often pressured by people 
into handing out more 
vouchers than they should. 


Chris Steer, from Kingston 
Foodbank, said: “Sometimes 
the agencies don’t balance it 
up. We wouldn’t front that up 
here, we would front that up 
with the agency.” 

Volunteers err on the side 
of caution, she added, rather 
than risk not giving food to 
someone who genuinely 
needs help. 

Another volunteer said: 
“We get so frustrated. It was¬ 
n’t supposed to be like that. 
We’re actually not doing peo¬ 
ple any favours.” 

But it is not all bad news, 
with kind-hearted people of 
Wandsworth raising more 
than £8,400 worth of food to 


help needy and vulnerable 
people over the Christmas 
period. 

A staggering 3.2 tonnes of 
canned, dried and long-life 
food have been donated 
in Tesco stores across 
Wandsworth. 

This also included a 30 per 
cent “top up” on all dona¬ 
tions by Tesco. All the pro¬ 
ceeds will go to food bank 
charity the Trussell Trust 
and the food redistribution 
charity Fareshare. 

The authors of Feeding 
Britain, who want to estab¬ 
lish a national food task 
force with the same 
name, are pushing for a

“zero-hunger” Britain, and 
that includes eliminating 
food waste from retailers, 
farms and at home. 

They wrote: “Our anger 
knows no bounds that hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of tonnes 
of perfectly edible food 
which is euphemistically 
termed ‘surplus’, is de¬ 
stroyed at a substantial cost, 
when it, alone, could elimi¬ 
nate hunger in our 
society.”
